STATIETTE IS THOUGHT
TOANTEDATE CHST

Found Near Vera Cruz, Mexico, and
Is Now in Possession of Na-
tional Museum.

Carving On It Is Believed to Have
Been Done With Hammer
and by the Maya.

A small stone statuette found near
Vera Cruoz, Mexico, which has heen in
the possession of the United States Na-
tional Museum since 15903, has recently
been identified as the oldest known
dated antiquity in America. Its ancient
Mayan glyphic inscriptions show that
it was made 100 years before Christ,
which is the oldest date authenticated
in the new world.

This unique image was originally
found in 1902 by a peon while plowing
in the distriet of San Andres Tuxtla
near the Gulf of Mexico, about 100
miles southeast of Vera Cruz, and came
to the museum, through the courtesy
of R. E. Ulbricht, the next year. It is
composed of very hard grayish-green
stone, a variety of nephrite or jade,
carved into a rounded conical form
about six and one-half inches in height
and three and three-guarter inches in
diameter at the base. Its general out-
lines give the Impression of an old
Mexican idol or priest in a cape or
cassock. The upper part represents a
human head with a somewhat pointed
bald crown, with well defined though
primitively cut features. The lower
part of the face is eovered with a
mask, in appearance resemhbling the
bill of a duck, carved in relief and ex-
tending down over the chest like a
beard. The cheeks and ears are out-
lined by a conventional seroll design,
which lends & genial expression to the
face. The idea of a cassock or other
loose garment is destroyed when the
figure is exanrined closely, for the bird-
like form i= further emphasized by the
wings covering the sides of the flgure,
the lower margins of which are carved
to represent feathers. Beneath the
wings the outlines of a bird's feet and
legs are engraved.

Early Characters Used.

On the front, back and sides of this
little figure are the peculiar characters
called glyphs, in which the early in-
habitants of southern Mexico and the
northern part of Central America,
known, as the Maya, wrote and re-
corded their early history and achieve-
ments. So far only calendric parts of
the ancient inscriptions of the Maya
have been deciphered, the chronological
skeleton of Maya history, as it were,
stripped of the events themselves.
Thirty years ago Maya inscriptions
were a sealed book, and yet today we
read of the rise and fall of the several
cities in relation to one another, and
follow the course of the native de-
velopment even though we cannot fill
il the background. The nature of the
several inscriptions is, of course, simi-
lar to more retent writings of this pre-
historic race, yvet the forms of the par-
ticular characters are so elemental
that only the date signs or numbers
are translatable,

In determining the date on this fig-
ure, however, a riost valuable clue or
index to further research and investi-
gation I8 gained by students of Ameri-
can archeology, the locality of the find
gives a hint to further excavation
there in the hope of locating more
relies and possibly establisking the
location of another settlement of some
branch of the Maya race.

The figurine in its conception and
execution is well within the range of
ancient Mexican or Mayan achieve-
ment, and presents no features sugges-
tive of foreign origin or influence.

Stone Hammers Used.

The general shabe was evidently
laboriously worked out from a block of
irregular coniecal outline, by pecking
with stone hammers, the unevenness of
the surface, especially on the front and
back, never having been fully removed,
although the stone {8 well polished.
The under surface shows the charac-
teristic markings produced by primi-
tive methods of sawing hard stone be-
fore the discovery of metals. Broad,
shallow lines trace the composite fea-
tures of the man and bird, and estab-
lish the fact that the polishing was
done after they were cut. All the
glyphs, however, were added after the
shaping of the various features of the
image was completed and the surface
polished. The engraving of the hiero-
glyphles on the hard polished surface
was not easy, as Is shown by the nar-
,Tow and uneven scratches which never
recelved the smoothing and finishing
touches, .

What is known as the “introducing
giyph” of the initial series on the
image has been shown by Sylvanus G.
Morley of the Carnegle Institution of
Washington to indicate a length of
time in the Maya calendar equal to
eight cycles, six katuns, two tuns, four
uinals and seventeen kins, which, com-
pared to our calendar, goes back to
about 100 B.C,, the oldest definite re-
corded date known to students of
anthropology In connection with the
pew world.

The people responstble for this little
image, known to anthropologists as the
Mayas, are now resident principally in
Yucatan, Chiapas, Tabasco, and in ad-
joining Central American republics, but
one amall group, the Huasteqa, is found
in northern Vera Cruz. It does not seem
unlikely that the entire coast line of
the gtate was at one time the habitat
of these ancient peoples, who have left
us a key to their history, religion, lan-

uage and customs in the stone manli-
ﬁm described above.

Report of Fine Arts Commis-
sion Tells of Extensive
Proposals.

RECLAIMED RIVER LANDS

Potomac Park—Anacostia Valley
Development Discussed.

The commission of fine arts has been
called upon for advice in regard to the
park features of the development now
in progress in the valley of the Ana-
costia, where a water park great In
extent and having unsurpassed possi-
bilities of usefulness and beauty is be-
ing ereated. In a report on the sub-
ject the commission savs that the elim-
ination of malarial conditions in that
region, together with the continued
growth of the city, promises to bring
linto occupation one of the most at-
| tractive portions of the District. “The
lna:nml beauty of the Anacostia hills,”
|says the report, “and the commanding
lsituatinn:-: afforded for building will gall

|'I'0r ineressing improvements in streels
iantl reservations; and the reclaimed
|lands will afford spaces for propa-

| gating gardens which can be made to
| combine usefulness with beauty.”

The plans prepareg by Col. Harts, the
laMicer in charge of public puildings
|and grounds, for the improvement of
| East Potomac [I'ark (containing 327
acres) have had careful and detailed
consideration by the commission with
a view, says the raport, “of securing
playvgrounds for the city generally, and
also of providing especially for that
large section known as South Wash-
ington, which is now provided inade-
quately with breathing spuaces and rec-
reation facilities.”

Tentative planting studies for that
portion of Potomac Park Iving between
the Waslington Monument and. the
Lineoln Memorial, including the imme-
diate vicinity of the lastpnamed strue-
ture, have been considered by the art
commission at various times.

“The rapid progress of the Lincoln
_Melnori&l." says the report, “has made
imperative the immediate development
of the approiaches and landscape set-
ting connected therewith. The com-
mission realizes fully the fact that the
effect of the memorial’ will depend
largely on the proportions and charac-
ter of the landscape features, on the
nature of the planting, the selection of
trees and the preparation of the soil.
Mistakes made at this time will be dif-
ficult to remedy. For thege reasons the
commission has given{a large amount
of consideration teo t plans already
submitted and those now in progress.

Harmony in Bridges Urged.

“The provision made by Congress for
a physical connection between Poto-
mac and Rock Creek parks has brought
out many considerations as to routes
and land-takings, in order to secure
the most sightly parkways without un-
due expense. When this improvement
shall be accomplished the lower por-
tion of the vailey of Rock creek will
be converted from a region of squalor
to one of positive beauty. Connected
Vintimately with this development is the

character of bridges crossing Rock
creek.
“The commission advised that the

architectural possibilities of the Penn-
s¥lvania Avenue bridge be considered
in connection with the proposed im-
provements of the Rock creek valley.
“That advice was not followed, and as
a result that particular bridge is out
of harmony with the Q Street bridge,
with which it comes in contrast., Then,
too, the construction of the Pennsyl-
vania Avenue bridge is such that the
roadway underneath it must be con-
structed below the flood line. The
commission calls attention to these
factg, so that in future the wvarious
authorities having in charge the build-
ing of bridges across the creek may
he brought to work in harmony with
one another. The Connecticut Avenue
bridge should set the standard of qual-
ity and effect, although, of course, de-
signs must and should wvary.

Bathing Beach and Pavilion.

“A plan for a tenniz pavilion for
West Potomac Park was passed on.
Suggeated modifications in the design
are being carried out.

“Plans for a bathing beach and pa-
vilion on the Tidal Basin, prepared
and submitted by the office of public
buildings and grounds, were consid-
ered. Before approving such features
the commission felt that it would be
necessary to obtain complete studies of
the whole area, from the proposed ath-
letie field in East Potomac Park north-
ward and northwesterly to that por-
tion of West Potomac Park and the
Monument Grounds lying south of B
street north. These studies are now
being prepared in the office of public
buildings and grounds under the dj-
rect supervision of a committes of the
commission. .

“Tentative plans for a rose garden,
for a swimming beach and a sketch
showing a proposed treatment of the
old lockhouse at the corner of 17th and
B streets northwest came before the
commission.”

PALTIIRE GFFCALS
ASSAL REPORT ON VCE

Declare the Commission’s Recent
Statement of Conditions Is Un-
justifiable and Untrue.

BALTIMORE. December 25.—Mayor
Preston and other city officials are up in
arme over the report of the vice com-
mission. The mayor denounces the report
as scandalous and untrue, holding that
no such conditions as those depicted exist.
He brought the report officially to the at-
tention of the board of estimates at its
meeting this week. There was a general
discussion of tke various features as de-
veloped by the commission, and the mem-
bers of the hoard were a unit in de-
nouncing the report. After the meeting

the mayor made the following statement:

“YVice exists in all cities, but heolding
up Baltimore in the light that the vice
commission dees is unjustifiable, and it
i= untrue. The commission was not
afraid to make an attack on the city,
but it was afraid to make attacks on
individuals, because it knew that it would
bex sued.”

Minority Report Submitted.

Frederick H. Gottlieb, a member of the
commission, submitted i\. minority report,
in which he aZ=erted that he did not be-
lieve as true many of the statements set
forth in the majority report. Hegarding
statements made by paid investigators
from New York, Mr. Gottlieb says:

“I believe them to be highly colored,
grossly exaggerated and frequently un-
truthful. Conditions in Baltimore were
probably less vile than in other cities of
its size, due in a measure to the action
of the authorities, and in this connection
I feel that tha police of Baltimore are
entitled to commendation, because it was
clearly shown that, unlike the revelations
in other cities, our policemen are free
from commerciazlized wvice graft.”

Grand Jury May Act.

CHEAGO LAWVERDIES
0F AUTO GAS POISON

Case of E. M. Bumphrey First Fa-
tality From That Cause in
That City.

CHICAGO, December 25.—Eugene M.
Bumphrey, a lawyer, is dend at his
home here today of what physicians
term  “petromortis,” or automobile gas
poisoning. According to physicians it
is the first fatal case in Chicago from
that cause.

An idea of the violence with which
“petromortis” attacks its victims was
given tqday by Dr. John D. Ellis, head
of thel department of occupational
diserses of Rush Medical College.

“The thing is new to science in some
of its aspects,” said Dr. Ellis. *“Per-
sons who are subject to vertigo may
he attacked when In a close, small
garage.

Where the Danger Lies.

“Fhe danger lles in a failure of cer-
tain - elements in gasoline to oxidize,
In any event there is a quick suffu-
slon of a violent gas that renders the
victim faint. Thus |f the exhaust of
an automobile continues, the result
is almost instant death.

“The post-mortem showings are those
of brain and lung congestion.”

Bumphrey went to his garage last
night to get his automobile In which
he intended to deliver a number of
Christmas gifts to poor familles. An
hour later his body was found on the
floor of the garage, the engine of the
automobile was running and the small
room, filled' with gas fumes. ,

ETHICS ARE ESSENTIAL
IN'REALTY PROFESSION

Necessary if Dignified Standard Is
to Be Maintained, Says
Writer.

Chairman of National Committee
Discusses Mooted Questions
" Concerning Brokers.

If the real estate business is to be
dignified to the standard of a profes-
sion, a code of ethics as a rule of con-
duet and practice for the guidance of
the heginner as well as those of more

experience is essential. Other pro-
fessions, such as those of medicine,
law and archilecture, have their codes
of ethics, and it is egually important

that a high standard should be held to
by those following the business of
real ¢state, sava E. Orriz Hart, chair-
man of the committee on. ethics of
the National Assgociation "of Real Es-
tate Exchanges, in the National Real
listate Magazine. !

Why do we need a recognized stand-
arl of conduct—in other words a code
of ethics? Our own self-respect and
highest success in our calling demand
it. We need it to regulate and deter-
mine upon a commonly accepted and
honorable basis our relations with our
clients, our customers and our fellow-
vrokers, as well as the general public.

Should Be Practiced,

While some of the provisions of the
code of ethics adopted by the National
Association of Real Estate Exchanges
at the Los Angeles convention last
June might be said to be elementary
and self-evident—so axiomatic and ob-
viously right that they should be prac-
ticed as o matter of course—yet such
is the looseness with which some view
even the most elemental moral obli-
gations to their fellow-men that the
setting down in a code of definite rules
of action as a guide to, him who wants
to do the right thing and a warning to
the other whose seinsh instinets In-
cline him to trespass on the rights of
others—a mensuring stick, as it were,
by which the man of high standard
may be commended anal_thc transgres-
sor condemned and possibly disciplined
—seems to be essential. At any rate,
we are simply following the prece-
dents found desirable by other profes-
sions when we formally adopt Tor our
guidance a code of ethics.

Questions Settled by Code.

Among the sometimes mooted ques-
tions affecting real estate brokers, the
right or wrong of which are definitely
settled by the provisions of the code,
the following are worthy of special
comment:

(1) An agent has no right to sell his
own property to his client or himselfl
buy a property from a client who is
paying him a commissgion for his serv-
ires as agent, unless he has his client's
full knowledge and consent; nor is it
permissible for a broker in the employ
and pay of one of the parties to a deal
to take compensation from the other
party to the transactior without the
knowledge and consent of each,

(2) A broker-should not try to “go
around” an exlusive agency he knows
is held by a fellow-broker. The higli-
est good of the business both in the
way of service to clients and custom-
ers as well as fair dealing with fel-
low-brokers requires willingness at all
times to cou-operate with the agent ex-
clusively representing one side of the
deal, on the basis of an equitable di-
vision of the resulting commissions,

'conctrning Property, Listings.

(3) Paragraph 6 of section 3 of the
new code seems to very fairly dispose
of the delicate question which often
comes up between brokers who fre-
quently exchange listings in that it
defines the duration of the term dur-
ing which a broker who has accepted
a listing from a fellow-broker is
bound to recognize that broker if any
dea! results, and indicates under what
circumstances it may be permissible
for the broker having formerly re-
ceived such Iinformation to do busi-
ness direct with the owner, or through
some other channel, this being permfs-
sible in cases where the Instrumental-
ity of the broker first giving out the
information is clearly shown to have
ceased and the property or customer
has come to the other broker through
an entirely different instrumentality.

(4) There is also a provision against
relaying property—in other words, a
broker having had a property listed
with him by a fellow-broker should
not relist it with a third broker with-
out the consent of the broker from
whom he received the listing.

True Consideration Advocated.

(5) The naming of fictitious consid-
erations in deeds of conveyance is also
condemned.

(6) Another important provision of
the code is that all controversies he-
tween members of the real estate board
shall be settled by arbitration rather
than by a suit at law.

(7) The code makes it a duty to the
public and to fellow-members to re-
port to the board fraudulent misrepre-
sentations or illegal acts pertaining’'to
real estate which may work injury to
innocent or ignorant persons, and
makes it the duty of the board to the
community to take steps to stop such
practlces and punish parties guilty of
them. The code also makes it the duty
of the local hoard to punish by proper
discipline violators of its adopted rules
of ethical conduct.

Of course, the promulgation by the
real estate board of a code of ethics
is not going to transform all of its
members into models of virtue and pro-
priety at once, but it will be a step in
the right direction, tending ultimately
to separate the “sheep from the goats”
to eliminate the crooked broker and
greatly assist in raising the business
of managing, Improving, buying and
selling real estate throughout the con-
tinent to a generally recognized plane

of a responsible and honored profes-
slon.

TO0 RETURN TO BRUSSELS.

In case it should develop that Min-
ister Whitlock's continued presence in
territory in the possession of_the Ger-
man army s distasteful to thd powers
that be, it is admitted that he will
follow the authorities’' of the govern-
ment to which he is accredited and
make his headquarters at Hawre,
France, at least until other arrange-
ments can be made.
